DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, 18-23, 29, 30 and 33 drawn to method for forming a coating layer. 
Group II, claim(s) 10-17, 24-28 and 31-32, drawn to die. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Nelson et al 
2003/0116881 discloses the special technical feature of a forming a coating layer 
providing a plurality of fasteners that provides a compression force between the first and 
second die block and adjusting the compression force on the fasteners such that the 
profile of height uniformity of the coating slot through which the coating is extruded is 1 
percent or less which is within the scope of the claim. Therefore, there is no unity of 
invention when the special technical feature is present in the prior art. Hence, lack of 
unity is held by the examiner in accordance with PCT Rule 13. Also see MPEP 1850- 
Determination of Unity of Invention.
